Now’ that t he parcels post problem 
I bas been disposed of, the next im- 
j portant step in postal affairs in this 
j country w ill be the inauguration of 
I one-cent letter postage, according to 
the officers of the National One-Cent 
^ Letter Postage association, which is 
conducting a campaign for one-cent 


p o sta ge . 


Business nu n here are hacking the 
i movement for the lower rate. 
The 
j association already has a big mem- 
j bergh ip in this state, and is constant­ 
ly seeking to enlarge it, so that when 
Hie real battle for lower postage is 
waged in congress next winter, the 
association w ill receive ample back­ 
ing from the business men. whom it 
win most benefit. 
M any 
important 
postal 
refornts 
have been inaugurated 
during 
the 
past year, resulting in the elimination 
of a huge deficit and the accumulation 
of a creditable cash surplus. 
In ad­ 
dition to this, a plan has been adopt­ 
ed for a limited parcels post, to be 
put into effect early next year. 
Ad­ 
vocates of one-cent postage declare 
that in simple justice the government 
must establish the lower rate at once. 
Under present conditions first-class 
m ail is paying a surplus to the gov­ 
ernment of over $62,000,000 a year. 
Although 
it requires 
two 
cents 
to 
m ail a letter anywhere in the United 
States, it is estimated that it actually 
costs the government about one cent 
to carry it. The postoffice department 
has alw ays been operated with a view 
to carrying m ail at cost. 
At the pres­ 
ent; time the department receives on 
first-class mail a revenue of at least 
Si cents per pound, equal to $1,680 
per ton, thus making a profit of 66 
per cent. 
Although first-class mail 
supplies less than one-eighth of the 
total tonnage of the malls, yet it pays 
75 per cent of the total revenue. This 
is the principal reason w hy the ad­ 
vocates of one-cent postage claim the 


rate should ne cut in two. 


Business m °n of this city say they 
would 
have their postage accounts 
cut exactly in half were the new’ rate 
inaugurated. 
A t the present time. 
they claim an enormous
